With Christmas only a little 
more than a month away, the 
Postmaster said, “It's later 
than you think!” Most folks 
have a tendency to wait until 
December rolls around before 
they give their Christmas mail- 
plans a thought! 

Check Card Lists 

The Postmaster further sug- 
gested that right now is the 
time to take the following 
Steps; Check your Christmas 
card lists very carefully, make 
Sure that each address includes 
the full name, street and num- 
ber, city zone and state 

He said also, that it is a good 
idea to stock up on heavy 
wrapping paper, sturdy corru- 
gated cartons, strong cord, and 
paper adhesive tape for use in 
securely packing and wrappine 
Christmas gifts. If a Christ. 
mas card or letter is included 
in the gift package, just add 
the appropriate First Class 
mail postage to the postage for 
the package itself thus insur- 
ing simultaneous arrival eift 
and greeting. 

Ask for free labels reading, 
“All For Local Delivery” and 
“All For Out of Town Delivery,” 
and sorting and tie Christmas 
cards in two separate bundles 
with the addresses all facing 
one way. 

Laws on Mailing 

Keep in mind that only 
Christmas: cards carrying First 
Class three cent, or six cent 
Air Mail postage, may include 
a personal message. 

Nothing more than’ a signa- 
ture is authorized on cards 
mailed at the two cent Third 
Class rate; and be sure the re- 
turn address is on every Christ- 
mas card envelope, this is so- 
cially correct, and helps both 
the mailer and friends to keep 
mailing lists up to date, 

It's important to plan 
Christmas mailing so that 
those Christmas cards and 
gifts for most distant points 
are mailed forst, Try to get all 
out-of-town cards and gifts in- 
to the Post Office before De- 
cember 10th, and those for 
nearby points should be, mailed 
by December 15th,

1957, by the Federal Powel 
Commission subject to accept 
ance by the Company. “This 


acceptance by our board,” said 
Thomas W. Martin board 
chairman, “makes it possible 
for us now to complete detailed 
plans for the beginning of the 
first structure in the project. 
This will be Weiss Dam at Lees- 
burg in Cherokee County. The 
construction of four new dams 
and power plants and the re- 
building of an existing dam on 
the Coosa River will follow in 
@ sequence set forth in the li- 
cense. We hope to begin pre- 
limintary construction work 
shortly.” 

The objections of the inter- 
venors from Cherokee County 
who protested the issuance of 
the license, were overruled by 
the Federal Power Commission, 
but they have a right to appeal 
to the courts. The Company 
hopes that a final disposition 
of their contentions will be 
made promptly if there is an 
appeal, so that the commen- 
cement of construction will not 
be delayed. 

Mr. Martin pointed out the 
employment beneiuts result.ng 
irom the comprehensive dey.] 
opment of the Coosa River, 
“While the benetits of employ- 
ment on the construction of 
the projects themselves are 
Substantial,”. he said, “they are 
not nearly so great as the long 
time aspects. Construction pay- 
roll will, of course, provide im- 
mediate business and a lift to 
the economy not only to the 
area in the general vicinity of 
the projects, but will extend 
far beyond them into mManu- 
facturing centers in this state 
and elsewhere, and vicinity in 
which there is a supplier of 
the ‘services, materials and e- 
quipment that will be involved 
in this tremendous project.”

Long History 

The history of the district 
goes back many years. Civic 
leaders in Southeast Alabama 
had long realized that the ab- 
sence of natural pas was a 
grave handicap in the develop- 
ment of the area. By the early 
1950's, these leaders, for the 
most part, Mayors and com- 
missioners of their cities, had 
joined forces to work for a net- 
work of underground lines to 
bring natural gas into South- 
cast Alabama. 
In June, 1952, a corporation 
was formed to push the con- 
Struction of the district. Sig- 
ners of the certificate of in- 
corporation were the mayors of 
the 14 member cities. Their 
names and cities:
